I, the undersigned, am a former Japanese Army officer, who escorted 
the ashes of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose from Taipei, 1 omosa, where Netaji 
met the misfortune of being killed in a plane crash, to Tokyo soon after 
Japan surrencered to the Allied Powers in August, 1945* 

I personally met you at the Eenkoji Temple in Tokyo when you visited 
Japan on June 27, 1969. I am enclosing some of the photographs taken of 
me with Prime Minister Gandhi. 

For the past two decades, I have kept appealing to the Government 
of India for considering the return of Netaji Chandra Bose’s ashes to his 
home country, because I feel responsible for the final disposition of his 
ashes, as the escort officer who had the honor, albeit in a sad circums- 
tance, to take Netaji 1 s ashes from the place of his untimely death to
